May amateurs legally assist the Police with 
routine emergency and "distress" 
communications? In a word, the answer is NO! 
The FCC, in a letter to the Municipal Justice 
Center in Aurora, Colorado, said that the ham 
bands may be used by an amateur of its 
operator for emergency communications"... 
when such communications are essential in life 
and the immediate protection of property and 
normal communications are пої available.” 
Routine traffic matters are the business of the 
p department. ". the Commission's Rules, 
art 97,113(а), prohibits any communications 
which is intended to facilitate the business or 
commercial affairs of any party."

The American Radio Relay League (ARRL) has a 
new weekend video course leading toward the 
entry-level Technician Class Amateur Radio 
License. "The new 5-hour video course gives 
you everything you need to know to get your 
first Amateur license," says Steve Mansfield, 
ARRL Public Information Manager. The ARRL 
course includes five hours of video tape, a 
review book and an optional practices exam 
computer diskette that administers and scores 
sample tests using the exact questions that 
are in the NEW FCC questions test pool, The 
course is produced by King Schools of San 
Diego, California, which has used the same 
instructional techniques to help hundreds of 
thousands of Private Pilots pass their Aviation 
Exams. COST? $99.00 ($119 with the 
computerized review).

It would appear that from these statistics there 
has been a 74% increase overall in the Tech 
licenses and only a 10% increase in the Novice 
licenses. Could it be that the No Code Tech 
program is being successful from 1992 to 
1993?

Special Call Signs? According to the FCC, the 
most asked question is "How can | get a 
specific call sign?" As it is now, you can 
change your call sign but you can not get a 
specific combination. А Ham's license 
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information 
expiration in the FCC's Database. 
provide a grace period for those who forget to 
renew their expired licenses. The two year 
grace period was added when the FCC started 
issuing iicenses for 10 year terms. Previously, 
the operator portions of the license had a five 
year grace period, In 1989, the FCC terminated 
in a proceeding that looked into whether a 
custom-assigned callsign system could be 
established using private sector support. The 
FCC concluded that such a system would be 
too costly. Some hams offered to pay for 
callsigns, but the FCC does not have authority 
to charge a fee for the amateur service 
license. In the Telecommunications Act of 1992, 
congress authorized the FCC to use the 
uncompensated and unreimbursed services of 
amateur radio organizations who have tax 
exempt status under 501c3 of the Internal 
Revenue Service code to provide club and 
military recreations call signs. On October 23rd, 
the ARRL sent a hand - delivered letter to the 
FCC seeking to implement this new legislation. 
ARRL want to issue radio club call signs from a 
dedicated call sign block such as from WC#BAA 
through WCXZZZ. The League asked that they 
be designated as the exclusive club and 
military recreational call sign administrator. 
"Unfortunately, congress did not include in that 
legislation, authority to establish a general 
special call sign system. The authority is limited 
to club and military rec amateur stations only," 
the FCC Said, "We are working on getting that 
pony implemented as quickly as possible."

INTELLIGENT BATTERIES? Ever get fed up with 
the battery pack in your HT dying off? We may 
soon have devices built inside batteries that 
tel us when it's reaily time to put them back 
into the charger! the cellular telephone 
industry wants to use intelligent battery 
chargers to monitor exactly how rechargeable 
batteries will perform. ‘Tiny microcontrollers 
use an sight-bit serial data link to monitor 
between-charge cycles. They keep track of 
how many times the battery has been charged, 
their impedance, and if their temperatures 
increase. All that information is then stored 
within the microcontroller’s main memory. Each 
battery gets its own built-in microcontroller! 
These devices work at low voltages, such as 
1.8v and 2.4v.,
